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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 12/30/2005 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-5, 8-12, 14-17, 24, 26-29, 31 and 35-58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Pisaris-Henderson et al. (PUB. NO.: US 2003/0220866 Al as cited in 
the previous Office Action) in view of Aslanian, JR. (PUB. NO.: US 2004/0254859 Al). 

Regarding claims 1,8 17, 40, 42, 45, 48 and 58, Pisaris-Henderson teaches system and 
method for pay for performance advertising in general media wherein a unique number can be 
assigned and associated with an ad by an advertiser in (see figs.). Furthermore, according to (see 
page 3 [0033]), effectiveness of an ad can be determined based on incoming calls to the number. 
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Also, a billing model including some form of bid model can be used in (see page 1 and noted 
from previous Office Action). 

It should be noted that Pisaris-Henderson teaches the advertiser is billed for the 
advertisement in response to each time the advertisement is viewed by an end user. Pisaris- 
Henderson, however, fails to clearly teach the feature of billing the advertiser for the 
advertisement in response to the communications, as argued and amended by the Applicant. As 
well-known to those skilled in the art that, according to the general business and wholesale 
methods, the advertisers can save and get discounts on their advertisements or placements on 
large volume or high quantities. Aslanian, JR. teaches a system and a method that allows an 
advertiser to put a real time communication reference (i.e., hyperlink, embedded URL, etc.) into 
an advertisement and post such advertisement to en user to view (see paragraph [0096]). 
Aslanian further teaches that the advertiser can be charged either on a usage basis or periodically 
(see paragraph [0013] and [0014]) for refilling of advertisement provider's resources and 
services. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to incorporate the feature of billing the advertiser for the advertisement in 
response to the communications, as taught by Aslanian, JR., into view of Pisaris-Henderson in 
order to attract the advertisers to save and to get discount on their advertisements to place with 
the advertisement service provider. 

Regarding claims 2-4 and 18-19, the combination teaches a telephone and web based 
advertising system. The advertisement is created using some form of interface. 

Regarding claim 5, the combination renders the claimed subject based 
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on the explanation as set forth regarding claim 1 . The combination including Aslanian, JR. 
teaches generation a bill based on the number of communications and so do the secondary 
references. 

Regarding claims 9-10, the combination renders the claimed subject matter obvious. 

Regarding claim 11, The examiner takes official notice that it's notoriously well known in 
the telephony ait to direct ads to callers based on ANI, geographical location and dialed 
telephone number. 

Regarding claims 12 and 14, the combination teaches all the claimed limitation. 

Regarding claim 15, VOIP is notoriously well known and can be used when contacting a 
service provider or advertiser whose information has been displayed on a screen by activating a 
call button, termination and so forth. 

Regarding claim 16, Aslanian, JR. further teaches limitations of the claim in paragraphs 
[0113]-[0114]. 

Regarding claims 24 and 26, the combination teaches the claimed subject matter, 
(page 1 of Henderson) and (paragraph [0096] of Aslanian) each teaches the claimed subject 
matter of using hyperlink as being known. 

Regarding claim 27, the combination teaches the ability to charge for each 
communication between an advertiser and a caller (customer). 

Regarding claims 28-29 and 31, the combination renders obvious the claimed limitations. 

Regarding claims 35-39, 41, 43-44, 46-47 and 49-57, the combination teaches the 
claimed limitations as prior art in (see teachings in Pisaris-Henderson).
